My dear Readers: 

DAY let us give alittle thought to some saints of the very near future, 

whose battle of life is over, whose time for rendering service to the 
Almighty and of meriting for themselves is at an end. Their life on earth 
was a success; they are on the sure way to Heaven, but will not be permitted 

to pass throrgh its gates as long as they owe a single 
farthing of wunremitted guilt to God. Throughout 
Heaven not a single venial sin can be found for “into 
it nothing defiled can enter.” But venial sin and punish- 
ment still due to forgiven mortal sin cannot exclude 
permanently from Heaven. In a place, therefore, of 
purgation and of burnishing, the sou! must remain either 
until it will have satisfied God’s justice through the 
enduring of suffering, or until the day which will have 
geen hastened by relatives and friends upon earth 
chrough their prayers, fasting, alms-deeds or good 
works generally; or by the more powerful help that 
‘ * comes by the application of Christ’s merits through the 
sisnop J. F. Nott Holy Sacrifice of the Mass. 

The saints in Heaven, the saints on the way to Heaven in Purgatory, 
and the members of the Catholic Church here on earth, are united by that 
holy bond to which we refer in the Apostles’ Creed when we say: “I believe 
in the communion of Saints.” Practically every Protestant Christian pro- 
fesses belief in the Apostles’ Creed, but he does not know what it means, 
wecause he. disowns all communication between the saints in Heaven and 
ourselves, and disowns the very existence of the prison house in the other 
world referred to by St. Matthew. 

There is no doctrine so consonant with reason, so Scriptural, so in 
eeping with the demands of the human heart as the doctrine that prescribes 
. belief in a place of temporary purging after death. The greater number 
¢‘ Christians belong neither to the group of the extremely good and saintly, 
ner to that of the extremely bad and devilish. They belong rather to a 
siddie group, who could not honestly claim immediate Heaven for them- 
wives were they to die suddenly at any moment of their lives, and who 
would not be ready to admit that they would be deserving of immediate 
damnation at any moment of their lives. There would be no sense to the 
one Inindred or more passages of Holy Scripture which say, in so many 
words or in their equivalent, that man will be rewarded or punished accord- 
ing to his works. 

Non-Catholhcs, who reject our teaching about Purgatory, do so on the 
score that Christ’s merits are applied to the believer in such a way that 
they wipe out all his sins. If this be the case then there is no temporary 
stopping-place between death and Heaven. Now it must be very evident 
that if every believer, simply because of his belief, has the merits of Christ 
applied to him in that all-powerful way, there can be no reason for Church 
affiliation. no reason for compliance with the conditions imposed upon them 


by the Protestant churches, no reason even for the performance of good 
works.

The priesthood was the first of the 
three to emerge as a distinct order. 
Moses, at the command of Yahweh, 
bestowed upon his brother Aaron and 
his kindred of the house of Levi the 
eare of the tabernacle. .But the dis- 
pensation of civil justice, for some 


was given to judges who were divine- 
ly inspired as well as divinely ap- 
pointed to their primacy. These 
judges were raised up by Yahweh 
for the deliverance of the people 
from their foes as circumstances re- 
quired, and they were prophets - as 


the judges, that Israe] began to have 
kings as distinguished from prophets. 
Rise of the Hebrew Secular State. 

It was with Saul, the first king of 
Israel, that the civil power emerged; 
but, from that time onward, the power 
of the king grew apace until it had 
thoroughly intrenched itself in the 
life of the nation. It was not only 
able to maintain itself independently 
f the other two orders but actually 
to subordinate them unto itself. It 
was the fate of the priestly order 
among the Jews to become almost 
wholly reduced to subjection by the 
monarchy The prophets, on the other 
hand, in a great measure preserved 
their integrity, denouncing the vices 
of the court and threatening the kings 
with divine judgment, although there 
were to be found many individuals of 
this order also who succumbed and 
were supported by the royal bounty 
in return for prophesying the svecess 
of whatever undertakings were re- 
solved upon by the wicked kings of 
Israel 

At the very moment when the king- 
dom of Israel was born al! this had 
been foreseen. Samuel, moved by di- 
vine inspiration, had stamped the 
clamor for a king as a rebellious out 
cry. His own integrity had been ac 
knowledged by a general assembly

which it sought among the heathen 


‘nations, The nation had ostensibly re- 


jected the sons of Samuel. In reality, 
Yahweh, declared, *it had rejected 
Him “that He should not reign over” 
it. Israel was destined to pay dearly 
for such a doubtfu? advantage. The 
monarchy quickly absorbed the re- 
sources of the nation; it battened upon 
the very life of the people.

Saul was faithful for a few years, 
Then he became proud and disobe.

MEXICO’S RULERS UNDISGUISED. 

How much longer will the United States take Mexico 
seriously? 

Not only have her last few presidents been character- 
ized as “men of broken promises,” but they are not disposed 
to permit any one but an intimate to aspire to the presi- 
dency. Al Smith, and Herbert Hoover, and William Mc- 
Adoo and others have been mentioned as aspirants to the 
White House. Bitter as is a large group of people against 
one or other of these men, the present administration 
would never think of stirring up a portion of the United 
States army to capture them and execute them. But this is 
what recently happened in Mexico. General Seranno and 
General Gomez had announced themselves as candidates for 
the presidency to succeed Calles. Evidently they had some 
following or they would not have dreamt of becoming rivals 
of Obregon for that office. But it had already been decided 
that Obregon would become president, because he was the 
eandidate of Calles, who himself is not eligible for re- 
election. Therefore the former must be executed together 
with those who were his principal sponsors, while the latter 
must be hounded as a beast of prey. 

The editor of the Chicago Tribune is right when he says 
“only the incorrigible sentimental expect a stable and re- 
sponsible government in Mexico at present.” 

The same philosophy which dictates the execution of 

' men not favorable to the ruler in power dictated the des- 
truction of the Catholic Church because it was conscien- 
tiously bound to raise its voice against the tyranny and in- 
justices with which the poor people have been afflicted. 
There must be no protest against murder, against robbery, 
and there must be no spiritual authority to interfere. 

You recently read in the daily press that the present 
government was about to inaugurate a system of public 
schools on which it would spendia great deal of money. 
This was only another gesture to the American people as 
an indication of lofty motives and effort. Practically the 
only schools of quality which Mexico has had were those 
conducted under the auspices of the Catholic Church; yet 
these were closed. 

One of the weaknesses, if not the greatest weakness, of 
the American people is their disposition to take at face 
value the promises made by diplomats of other nations, who 
at heart are not in the least friendly. The frequent profes- 
sion of good will, and of a longing to co-operate with us is 
usually not sincere. Let an American reside for a month 
in most of the foreign countries which were formerly our 
rivals, and he will go away with the conviction that the 
country is not our friend at heart. A different impression 
may be left on the one who fraternizes with officials of the 
government, but not on the one who reads between the lines 
of newspaper editorials. But of all people, those of Mexico, 
are the least friendly to us, and the principal reason is the 
fong-continued propaganda of hostility of which they have 
been the victims. Must not those in power in that country 
at the present day frequently smile at our great credulity? 


— -- — 
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The solicitude of the Church, for the souls in Purgatory, 
is evidenced by the frequent reminders She gives concerning 
them.

This privilege ot offering three 
for the souls in Purgatory reminds us of the power and ef 
fectiveness of the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass, especially when 
applied for the benefit of the suffering souls. Many people 
have a very laudable custom of having a Mass offered for 
their deceased relatives on the anniversary of their death or 
burial. This practice shows a real charity and should be 
universally followed.
